John 
Riedmueller and Rupert Brown of 
Bushwick excelled defensively, stop¬ 
ping many of the Commerce attacks. 

Overall, Bushwick had more chances 
to score than the Manhattan team. 
However, the inaccurate shooting of 
the Tiger players kept the ball from 
going into the net. 


The game with Evander High 
School, the second ranking Bronx 
entry, was played at the Bronx annex 
of Hunter College for the semi-finals. 
Chiello scored in the opening minutes 
to send our team into a 1-0 first-half 
lead. Evander tied the game with 10 
minutes remaining in the game. Ken¬ 
neth Dest's goal, with one minute re¬ 
maining in the first of two compul¬ 
sory 10-minute overtime periods, 
snapped a 1-1 deadlock. Bushwick fin¬ 
ally won by a 2-1 score. 

The Tigers advanced into the semi¬ 
finals by edging Roosevelt High 
School, the top ranking Bronx team, 
2-1 at New York University. Chiello 
scored both of Bushwick’s goals, the 
tie-breaker coming with an assist by 
Brown.

Memorial services were held, Wed¬ 
nesday, November 27, in the school 
auditorium in memory of our late 
President John Fitzgerald Kennedy. 

The memorial assemblies were Bush¬ 
wick High School's way of paying 
tribute to the slain president of the 
United States. 

The first speaker, Raffeale Ramon, 
read segments of President Kennedy's 
inaugural address. The words echoed 
through the stillness of the auditor¬ 
ium as Raffeale repeated the im¬ 
mortal words of John Kennedy: “Ask 
not what your country can do for you, 
but what you can do for your coun¬ 
try." 

Collin Hutchinson then read his 
own interpretation of the assassina¬ 
tion and burial of the President. As 
he read, one could feel the lingering 
shock and grief that everyone felt by 
the sudden, and unjustified death of 


our great leader. 

Then two letters were read express¬ 
ing the feelings of the entire student 
body. 

The first letter read by Alexis Ri¬ 
vera, the vice president of the G.O., 
was addressed to Mrs. Kennedy. The 
letter expressed our deep sympathy 
and condolences. 

The second letter read by Robert 
Berger, the president of the G.O., was 
written to President LyndomB. John¬ 
son. It expressed our firm support and 
loyalty to his administration. 

A moment of silence followed in Re¬ 
spect for the deceased President. 

It was indicated by their response 
that the students of Bushwick High 
School will never forget the tragic 
days that have just passed. The mem¬ 
ory of John F. Kennedy will always 
remain with them.

Frank and the other two candi¬ 
dates, Claudia Uhl, 7-1, and Mariann 
Nowack, 7-1, were coached by Mrs. 
Altieri and were prepared to read, 
in French, some fables of La Fon¬ 
taine. 

The scholarship examination was 
completely oral. Each student, in a 
personal interview, was to present a 
memorized passage, poem or fable, 
answer some questions orally in 
French and read a selected piece of 
literature chosen by Madame Dainel. 

Frank, who is a native of Tunisia, 
has a wonderful background in 
French and proved to be of the cali¬ 
ber necessary for membership in 
“Le Centre .’ 


He and the others accepted for the 
scholarship, coming from high schools 
and colleges in all the boroughs of 
New York City, will study French 
dramatics with Madame Daniel for 
one year.

period of time. 

It is certainly a time to be born, and a 
time to die — the death of the President of 
the nation and the birth of the child of 
Christmas; a time to tear down, and a time 
to build — the conclusion of a government 
and its brief history under John F. Ken¬ 
nedy and the building of a new govern¬ 
ment and a new history under Lyndon B. 
Johnson; a time to weep and mourn for 
a death too tragic, and a time to laugh and 
dance for a Thanksgiving remembered and 
a Christmas anticipated; a time to love 
the goodness of the Creator, and a time 
to hate the misdeeds of the created. 

We, along with the entire nation and 
the world, mourn the death of our late 
beloved President, John Fitzgerald Ken¬ 
nedy.

Strangely 
enough, Mrs. Stein graduated with a Bachelor 
of Arts degree for science, because at that 
time, that was the way in which the system 
worked. 

Studied in Soviet Union 

Because she studied in the Soviet Union, as 
well as in Poland and the United States, Mrs. 
Stein is able to compare the European educa¬ 
tional system with the American. Both, she 
says, have good points as well as bad. In Eu¬ 
rope, Mrs. Stein found that the students were 
much more advanced. However, in Poland, only 
those who could afford to pay proceeded be¬ 
yond the grammar school level. From that 
point of view, the American school system is 
far better because everyone is entitled and 
even forced to have a high school education. 
The Soviet Union, on the other hand, sends 
only all those who have the ability on to high 
school and college. • 

At the present time, Mrs. Stein is not in¬ 
terested in getting a higher degree. She pre¬ 
fers her job to teaching because, as she puts

it, “I enjoy the freedom of working in a lab.” 

Mrs. Stein does not spend all her time wrap¬ 
ped up in formulas and test tubes.

She fills up 
her spare time by sewing, knitting, and read¬ 
ing. Mrs. Stein is also very interested in the 
theater and goes as often as she can. 

Mrs. Stein has proven herself to be the kind 
of person our school can be proud to have on 
its staff. She is the combination of an interest¬ 
ing background, a vivid spirit, and much 
knowledge and experience which yields a truly 
fascinating personality.

The courtroom is the occupational home for 
two Bushwick alumni, who, although they have 
different roles, are both following important 
careers. 

Jerome Alderman 

Jerome Sidney Alderman, general counsel 
to the Senate Permanent Subcommittee on In¬ 
vestigation, attended Bushwick in the early 
1920’s. From here, he went on to New York 
Law School, where he received his degree in 
1925. 

Mr. Alderman then went into private prac¬ 
tice and eventually into public service, first 
for the city government and later the federal 
government. 

His present post was attained when Robert 
Kennedy resigned to help his late brother’s 
successful Presidential campaign. This post 
has put him in a responsible position in the 
much-publicized Joseph Valachi hearings be¬ 
fore the subcommittee. 

Donald While 

Donald White, a 1951 Bushwick graduate, 
is now a successful court reporter. Mr. White 
was president of the General Organization, art 
editor of the Bulletin and a member of the 
Oriole . 

Through Bushwick’s employment service, he 
got his first job as secretary to the manager 
of a merchandising consultant firm. In 1953 
he entered the Army and gained valuable ex¬ 
perience as a court reporter with the Judge 
Advocate General. 

After his discharge Mr. White became a 
hearing reporter for the New York State De¬ 
partment of Labor. For a time, after becom¬ 
ing a certified shorthand reporter, he did free¬ 
lance reporting at numerous other hearings. 

In 1963, he became employed by Mr. Cahn, 
the District Attorney of Nassau County, as a 
confidential reporter. A few months ago, Mr. 
Cahn took him to Washington where he inter¬ 
viewed Joseph Valachi in his prison cell. 

Mr. White highly recommends the study of 
shorthand for young people. He points out that 
“there are literally thousands of offices in New 
York desperately looking for proficient sten¬ 
ographers.”
